The saying Satan came also was duly 
verified on the first day of the salon. No bet- 
ter proof of the need of such an institution 
and of the stringency of the money market 
could be afforded than the fact that 
scores of people visited the salon for 
the purpose of beating it out of a lunch. 
Each person was given a coupon ticket as he 
went in, and paid with the coupon, at the rate 
of five cents each, for all he got. When he 
came out the ticket showed how many coupons 
he used and he paid the cashier accordizigly.

Wright has been a close student of Athenian 
dress and customs, and has Fmself designed 
the costumes from figures fouad on Greek 
vases. His familiarity with the production of 
the Edipus by Mounet-Sully, the great 
French actor, whom he saw in Paris, has as- 
sisted him greatly in the production. 

Special scenery has been prepared for the 
play at the Wilson Opera-House in Beloit. It 
represents a Greek tempie near Thebes, in a 
forest, and here the bloody tragedy of the 
King’s struggle against the gods will be 
played. 

Beloit’s Long Experience. 


The production of Greek tragedy at Beloit 
has extended over a period of ton — The 
first attempt was when, under Prof. J oseph 
Emerson, the sophomores translated the 
Antigone of Sophocles and read the parts 
without reference to costume or action. The 
next year the “ Prometheus” of Aschyius 
was performed ina similar manner. Later 
came the Seven Against Thebes” of Sopho. 
cles, and stiil later, in 1890, the “ Alcestis”’ 
of Euripides. The production of the 
* Alcestis”’ undertaken in a curious 
manner, It was performed at a picnic of the 
sophomore class near Beloit in a little quarry 
in the open air, which resembled the ancient 
Greek theater. Shawls and other articles of 
modern wearing apparel formed the co 
tumes. The following year the Antigone 
of Sophocies was repeated before about fifty 
people in the parlors of C. T. Pearson’s resi- 
dence. In 1892 the * Iphigenia” of Eurip- 
idés was given at President Eaton’s home 
and the audience doubled. In 1893 Pearson 
Hall was not large enough to accommodate

To Whom Credit Is Due, 

To Prof. T. L. Wright a great share of the 
credit belongs for the production, although 
G. F. Gassid, the business manager of the 
undertaking, also is a great factor in its 
promised success.

„It is intended asa home affair, and we 
had no idea it would attract attention outside 
of Beloit. The production is got up after the 
simple manner common with the Greeks. 
Greek costumes were simple in design and 
material and we have followed that plan. As 
a matter of fact the play is ano‘her system of 
university extension among the people of Be- 
loit, who thus get an excellent idea of old 
Greek tragedy, while our students increase 
their understanding of classical work and 
gain experience in oratory and elocution. Its 
success is a matter of pride with us all. 

The ÆEdipus is generally considered the 
most artistic play of Sophocies. It possesses 
all the fine inventions of the Attic drama be- 
sides variations in songs and chorus, The 
action is governed by the counter-piay. It 
has a short ascent to the climax, which is 
comparatively weak, and is followed bya 
long descent, which is wonderful for its sus- 
pension of interest and the deep pathos which 
surrounds the principal character. The 
synopsis of the incidents preceding the play, 
the understanding of which is indispensable 
to Greek tragedy, is as follows: 

Story of the Tragedy. 

Laius, King of Thebes, warned by the ora- 
cle of Delphi that he is to be slain by his son 
if he shall have offspring, exposes his babe 
(Edipus to die on Mount Citheron. A Cor- 
inthian shepherd finds the babe, who 1s 
brought up as a son of Polybus, King of Cor- 
inth. Growing to be a young man Cidipus 
has reason to suspect that Polybus is not his 
father. The oracle at Delphi, in response to 
his inquiries, only says, Thou shait slay thy 
father and marry thy mother. To avoid 
that destiny he determines not to return to 
Corinth, Taking the road toward 
Thebes, at a spot where three roads 
meet, he quarrels with and kills an 
unknown man traveling ina chariot. Upon 
his arrival at Thebes he finds that that city 
has just lost its former King. Laius, and that 
the kingdom and the widowed Queen, Jocasta, 
are offered as prizes to whumsoever shall 
free the city from the desolations wrought by

VETO SUOH A MEASURE, 


Sundry Civil Bill Amendments ‘Yould 


Place Cleveland in an Awkw ru orl- 


tien by Vitiating the Contract Under 
Which the Last Bonds Were Scld=Ca:. 
lisle Can Have Allison Certificates=Gold 
Put Inte the Treasury for Greenbacks= 
Hoards of Yellow Metal Uncovered, 


Wasurnetos, D. C., Feb 21.—[Special.]— 
This has been a red letter day in Congress, 
owing to the fact that there has not been a 
single speech distinctively on the financial 
subject in either House. There is neverthe- 
less a strong undercurrent of discussisn set- 
tling about the disputed amendments in the 
sundrgeivil bill. Friends of the President 
are especially angry over the provision for 
public bids on bonds, and they declare Mr. 
Cleveland will not give two thoughts to the 
question of a veto. The paragraph about 
which there is so much talk specifically 
requires all bonds to be offered at pubtic sale 
for twenty days. This would, of course, ab- 
sciutely vitiate the terms of the recent bond 
contract, by which the foreign syndicate was 
given the right of way on all bonds issued be- 
fore Oct. 1. The contract would not stand, 
ot course, as against an act of Congress, and 
it is pointed out that the President would be 
in honor bound to veto the obnoxious legisla- 
tion or forfeit the respect of the financial al- 
lies who responded to tne cry for heip on the 
part of the government. 

The jump in woe ae of the new bonds hae 
proved an awkward thing for the administra. 
tion in both branches of Congress, and this 
pond provision which ordinarily would not 
have much support will receive many votes 
trom unexpected sources. It would undoubt- 
ediy hamper the Treasury in many cases, and 
prevent absolutely prompt action in case of 
emergency. For this reason some of the sil- 
ver men and flatists are inclined to vote on it, 
as their scheme has been to obstruct the ad- 
ministration as much as possible in its efforts 
to maintain the credit of the country, 

There is no denying the fact that the bond 
contract plus the rise in quotations has added 
strength to the anti-admiuistration men in 
both Houses. They pay no attention to the 
demonstration of the dangerous condition of 
the Treasury when the contract was made and 
avow their intention of preventing all private 
bond contracts for the tuture. On the other 
hand the administration Senators will fight the 
paragraph vigorously and they will be joined 
by some others who think it unwise to tie 
down the Treasury in this manner. 

As to the Allison certificates, there is no 
doubt tney could pass both Houses if Secre- 
tary Carlisle regity desired it. It is in- 


. timated in certain quarters that the bond pro- 
vision was inserted for the purpose of being 


traded off, intimations being given that if the 
Secretary will evince a friendly disposition 
toward the measure of financial relief offered 
by Congress, temporarily though it may be, 
the hostile legislation intended to clip his 
wings will not be pressed.

NEW PACIFIC RAILWAY FUNDING BILL. 


House Committee Decides to Report a 
Measure Providing for Repay ment. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Feb. 21.—The House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads met today 
and decided to report a new bill which is 
based on the Reilly bili, but has certain 
changes recommended by Chairman Reilly at 
the last meeting. The amended bill. will pro- 
vide that the principal of the government 
debt shall be pad at once and that the first 
mortgage bonds and the interest paid upon 
bonds by the government and due to the gov- 
ernment at the date the bill takes effect be ex- 
tended and paid in installments through a 
period of fifty years. The extended first 
mortgage bonds will bear interest at 4 per 
cent. The extended mterest will be secured 
by practically a third lien on the property, 
subsidiary to the claims of the parties who 
advance the funds to pay the principal of the 
government bonds and who will be entitled 
under the bill to 5 per cent interest. 

The committee voted not to make the new 
bill public until it had been printed. An 
outline is as follows: 

Sec. 2 provides if either the Union Pacific, the 
Central Pacific, or the Central branch of the 
Union Pacific shail within twelve months pay to 
the United States an amount equal to the princi- 
pal of the subsidy bonds of the 
States the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall convey to the company or its trustees so 
much of the indebtedness of the company to the 
United States as will be equal to the sum paid 
to the United States, together with the lien and 
mortgage of the United States on the railroad so 
far as it shall be required to secure to the as- 
— — the payment of the portion of the indebt- 

ess so assigned, but without recourse to the 
United States in any event, and ali the moneys 
or securities in the sinking fund shall 
be delivered to the company or trustees, pro- 
vidi that the indebtedness so assigned 
shall be extended not more than fifty years at a 
e ind edness ghd Daisad States 
being the interest due to Take 8d the payment 
of the principal shall be extended for Atty ears 
and paid ip semi-annual instaliments and for it 
the — shall issue bonds to the govern- 
men 

Sec. 3 provides the government lien shall re- 
main in full effect but enforceable as security for 
the payment of the indebtedness due the United 
States. 

Sec. 4 provides for the payment of the first 
mortgage bonds by renewing them bya new 
issue to run fifty years with interest at a rate 
not exceeding 4 per cent and secured by the first 
mortgage the same asare the bonds in renewal 
of which they are issued. 

Sec. 6 prohibits the companies from paving 
dividends so long as the bonds — 20 the 
act are outstanding, unless they shall have been 
actually earned or the company has paid all 
its obligations to date under the 

ill, or unless the earnings after 
deducting all interests accrued but not payable 
at the time of the deciaration of the dividends 
warrant it. And no dividends over 4 per cent 
are to be paid unless an equal amount of the ex- 
cess of 4 per cent is paid upon the principal of 
the government debt. The companies are to co- 
operate in making track connections with all 
roads that joir them and to exchange traffic on 
equal shares. 

7 provides the companies when uested 
in writing by the Department of Justice shall in- 
stitute suits at law or equity against any parties 
for miss ppropriation of asscts. 

The remaining sections, providing for fore- 
closure by the government in case of default 
under the terms of the original Reilly bill, 
met with greater favor in committee than its 
predecessor. The minority members say they 
will contend in their report that the outcome 
of che plan, if adopted, will be the continu- 
ance of the Union Pacific under its present 
management and that tne Central Pacific will 
come into the hands of the government a 
practically worthless property, because it will 
be without terminal facilities. Representa- 
tive Harris of the minority has in contempla- 
tion a bill somewhat in line with the present 
plan which wiil authorize the payment of the 
principal of the government debt, apply the 
sinking fund to the first mortgage debt, and 
consolidate the remainder of the first mort- 
gage bonds to secure their payment.

HOUSE. DEPEATS THE HAWAIIAN 
OABLE SUBSIDY. PROPOSITION. 


The Moejority of 38 Indieates a Weaker 
Opposition than Was Expected, and as 
the Senate Will Insist Upon Its Amend- 
ment te the Diplomatic and ( onsular 
Approppiation Billi Ulrimate Passage Is 
Anticipated=Debate on the Measure= 
Hot Discussion on Indian Schools, 


Wasnixvdrox, D. C., Feb, 21.—[Special.]— 
Friends of the meagure are much gratified 
over the vote in the House on the Hawaiian 
cable project, the adverse majority being 
much smaller than had been expected. The 
history of proposed cables to the islands has 
been peculiar. President Cleveland during 
his last term devoted a strong paragraph in 
oae of his ablest messages to urging the ne- 
cessity of cable communication between this 
country and Hawaii. President Harri- 
son took the same stand, and the 
cable was ably advocated by Secre- 
taries Bayard and Blaine. The project was 
beaten four years ago because of the teeling 
against subsidies. Therefore the Senate Fer- 
eign Affaira committee, having a majority of 
Democrats, reported favorably on a proposi- 
tion by Senator Hale that the government 
should own the cable. Tha Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations reported an amend- 
ment to the diplomatic and consu!ar bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $500,000 to 
begin the work. This measure was debated 
at length in the Senate and carried by a vote 
of 36 to 25. Six Democrats—G.rman, Mor- 
gan, Butler, Hill, White, and Cail—voted for 
the cable, and the Populists were on the same 
side, 

It was known the amendment would be 
vigorously opposed in the House. Chairman 
McCreary of the Foreign Relations commit- 
tee is one of the most persistent cuckoos in 
the House. The commercial advantages of 
the cable were nothing to him, while the im- 
plied criticism of the policy of infamy was 
everything. It was understood, of course, the 
House would disagree with the Senate on the 
cable project, but the small majority of 38 
indicates the opposition is much weaker than 
had been imagined. Senator Hale and others 
say the Senate will certainly insist on its 
amendment, and declare their beiief that the 
House will ultimately yield, possibly without 
a division. 

There is a project before Congress for the 
incorporation of a private cable company 
and tie supporters of this enterprise are do- 
ing the best they can in a quiet way to dis- 
courage the scheme for government owner- 
ship. They would like to see the Senate 
amendment fail tothe ground, for then they 
could organize a company with a prospective 
subsidy as a foundation stone, Chairman 
McCreary is endeavoring to head off the Ha- 
waiian boom by declaring that if the Senate 
amendment goes through the President will 
construe it as a direct slap at his Hawaiian 
policy and veto the whole bill, carrying the 
appropriations for the diplomatic and con- 
sular service, thus making an extra session 
necessary. Thore has been so much talk of 
what the President would do if certain meas- 
ures were passed or defeated that members 
have become disgusted and wili generally 
vote as they think best on all subjects, leaving 
Mr. Cleveland to assume the responsibility of 
an extra session if he thinks best. 


WILL NOT AID THE HAWAIIAN CABLE. 


Democrats Vote Down the Senate Amend- 
ments-Strong Pless Made, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 21.—Mr. Hooker 
(Dem., Miss.), a member of the Foreign Af. 
fairs committee, opened the debate in orf po- 
sition to the Hawaiian cable appropriation in 
the House today. By the terms of this amend- 
ment Mr. Hooker said the government was to 
own, control, and operate this Hawaiian cable. 
Such a proposition had never been made be- 
fore. ~ : 

Mr. Storer (Rep., O.) deprecated making 
this matter a party question, but said he re- 
alized thatit was only inthis way that the 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs hoped to defeat this project. He con- 
tinued: 

Party lines were broken in the Senate when 
this amendment was voted into the bill. The 
necessity for the cable was expressed,in two of 
President Clevéland’s messages and in the rec- 
ommendations of Mr. Bayard when he was Secre- 
tary of State. That was when there was a Demo- 
crat at the head of the department. Things are 
different now that there is. in the State Depart- 
ment a Secretary who rises above or sinks below 
party according as he is viewed. Still, if the ad- 
ministration is now opposed to this cable the 
manly thing for Mr. Cleveland to do would be to 
send a message to Congress saymg he had 
changed his mind. 

Mr. Draper (Rep., Mass.) said he favored 
this cable as a preliminary step toward the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Isiands. 


Great Interest to Coast People. 


Mr. Hermann (Rep., Ore.) declared that to 
the Pacific coast the question of a cable con- 
nection with Honolulu overshadowed and 
transcended all others save only that of the 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal, saying: 

The people of the Hawaiian Islands give us 90 
per cent of their trade. More of our ships en- 
tered the Port of Honolulu last year than an 
other port in the world, Liverpool not — 
Aside from the commerciel reasons there are pa- 
triotic and public reasons for the construction of 
this cable. ‘ 

Mr. Harter (Dem., O.) thought this cable 
should be laid by private capital, and he un- 
derstood private parties had appeared before 
the commiuttee and had asked for a charter for 
this purpose. Mr. Ryan (Dem., N. I.) 
thought this Democratic House could well 
afford in the closing hours of the session to 
show its sympaihy with merchants desiring 
to extend trade by voting an appropriation 
for the construction of this cable. Mr. 
Tucker (Dem., Va.) opposed the amend- 
ment, . 

Mr. Sickles (Dem., N. IT.) earnestly sup- 
ported the cabie proposition, saying in part: 

Iam compelled to appeal from the judgment 
of the House Committee on Foreign Affairs to 
that of the Senate committee, Asan American 
I have a platform of my own. I favor annexa- 
tion. As a — i find warrant in the 
policy of Jefferson, who — 2 and 
of Jackson, who annezed, Tezas. If party lines 
trammeled me on a question like this I would 
break them asunder, as I have done before. 
There should be no partisanship in Americanism.

D-mocrats Defeat the Measure. 


Mr. McCreary closed the debate, andin the 
course of bis remarks denied Mr. Cleveland 
had ever indorsed a proposition for the con- 
struction of a Hawaiian cable by the govern- 
ment. He had merely favored the incorpora- 
tion of acompany to lay suchacable. The 
vote was then taken on Mr. Hitt’s motion 
that the House agree to the Senate amend- 
ments. Mr. Hitt demanded the yeas and nays 
and the roll was called.

Catholic schools had been 
omitted from the Dill and the committee 
omitted the Lincoln School at Philadelphia 
and the Hampton School, Virginia, because 
they were Protestant schools. The bill also 
provided for the government purchase of 
denominational Indian schools. 

Mr. Lodge said the Secretary of the In- 
terior had recommended the gradual aboli- 
tion of sectarian schools, and they had carried 
out this policy. But the Senate committee 
tried to include two charitable schools which 
were not supported by any church ur denomi- 
nation. 

Mr. Hawley urged that in abandoning sec- 
tarian schools tnere should be no abandon- 
ment of Christian teachings in governmeat 
schools, : 

While Mr. Daniel (Dem., Va.) was urging 
that no one denomination controlled the 
beard of the Hampton School, Mr. Call asked: 
Are they not ali Protestants?’ 

„Mes, said Mr. Daniel, because this is 
largely a country of Protestants, ana there is 
no reason for disfranchising a very large class 
because of that fact. 9 

Mr. Cockrell, Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions committee, said he was a Protestant of 
the Protestants, but he would not deny to 
Catholics what he took for Protestants. He 
said at the Lincoln School at Philadelphia a 
Catholic child who sought to go to a Catholic 
church was told by a teacher that Episco- 
palian churches were good enough for pu- 
pils.”’ In view of the excitement throughout 


the country on this subject the committee 


had decided to make a clean sweep of both 
Catholic and Protestant schools. 

Mr. Pettigrew offered an amendment spe- 
cifically authorizing the Indian officers to use 
$550,000 of the amounts appropriated in 
buying the abandoned schools. Mr. Teller 
said there wus no warrant for the statement 
that the present policy of abandoning secta- 
rian schools would eliminate moraiity and 
Christianity from the schools. Mr. Gallinger 
read a prepared speech on the separation of 
Church and State. 

A yea and nay vote was taken on abandon- 
ing the Hampton and Lincoln Schools, which 
was regarded as somewhat of a test, and the 
abandonment failed—yeas 21, nays 32—as 
follows:

MERRIAM OFFERS A BILL TO SHEAR 
OATHOLIOS OF A PRIVILEGE 


He Thinks They Have Too Mach Property 
Exempt from ‘Taxation — Fairness to 
Others Demands the Repeat of the Act 
of 1845 ant the Amendment of 1861e 
Chicage Catholics Not Alarmed by the 
Step- Senator Bogardus’ Bill to Cure 
Drunkards at County Expense. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb, 21.—fS LJ— 
Representative Jonathan 04 * 
well County, who today introduced a measure 
which, if it became a law, would render sub- 
ject to taxation a vast amount of property now 
held by the Catholic. Church in IIlinois, in 
speaking of the matter tonight, said: 

Tho purpose of the bill I introduced is 
simple, It is to repeal the vicious ‘provisions 
of the special act of 1845 and the still more 
vicious amendatory act of 1861, by which the 
Archbishop of Chicago is creuted a corpora- 
tion sole with full power to buy land, prop- 
erty of every kind and character, to hold, 
mortgage, sell in trust for the Catholic Church, 
such property being held in the name of the 
church ostensibly for church purposes only, 
thereby giving the Archbishop of Chicago 
power to acquire and hold vast tracts of real- 
ty in the city and elsewhere without taxation 
or contributing anything for the support and 
maintenance of the government by which it 
is protected. It is estimated that the hold- 
ings of every kind in Illinois already 
reach the enormous sum of 305.000. 
000, Under this power the Arch. 
bishop of Chicago holds valuable tracts of 


State, particularly valuable tracts in Chica- 
go. In the smaller cities like Bloomington, 
Springfield, Quincy, and Peoria the Catholics 
hold many of the choicest tracts and most 
valuable property. 

»The bili has been referred to the Commit- 
teeon Revenue, of which Mr. Jones of Iro- 
quois is Chairman and.of which I am a mem- 
Ler. it willeome up in due course of time 
and be acted upon by the committee and re- 
ported back to the House at an early day. 
This bill is believed to be in the interest of 
the revenues of the State, and is therefore 
deemed eminently proper that it shouid be 
referred to the Committee on Revenue. I be- 
lieve the time is not far distant when the peo- 
ple of the State will require the churches to 
set an exawplo of honesty by paying their 
fair and equitable proportion of taxes for the 
protection of their property. If this was done 
it would go far towards wiping out the crying 
evil of tax dodging.” 

[The Catholic authorities here are not greatly 
concerned about the bill. Chancellor Muldoon 
and several prominent priests gave voice to the 
belief last night that the bill would remain in 
the hands of the committee and would never be 
passed. Chancellor Muldoon said: I have too 
much faith in the good sense of the lawmakers 
to believe the bill will ever be passed. In case 
the old law should be repealed it will make but 
little difference and would only result in going 
back to the methods employed previous to 1845. 
The Archbishop could hold property in trust as 
before. It would involve some trouble in trans- 
fering property. The charge of class legislation 
is of course unfounded, as no special privileges 
are given at a cost to any one else. The law was 
passed only as a matter of convenience,’’] 


MERRIAM’S BILL AIMED AT CATHOLICS. 


It Seeks to Remove from Them What the 
Ihtrodmcer Styles Special Privileges, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 21.—Representative 
Merriam today introduced a bill repealing 
the act of 1845 and the act amendatory there- 
to passed in 1861 authorizing certain Bishops 
of the Catholic Church to hold property in 
trust for the use of the Catholic Church and 
societies. The measure is understood to have 
emanated from the State organization of the 
American Protective Association. The re- 


erty acquited under said act shull be devested 
by the repeal of said acts.“ 

The act of 1845, which Col. Merriam’s bill 
repeals, is as follows: 

An act amthorizing certain persons holding 

roperty ig trust for the use of the Catholic 
Jhurch and societies thereof in the State of Illi- 
nois, to couvey the same, in force Feb. 24, 1845. 

The amendatory act of 1861, which is also 
repealed by Representative Merriam’s bill, is 
as follows: ; 

Ar act to‘amend an act entitled. ete.; also to 
incorporate the Catholic Bishop of Chicago and 
to confirm ¢onveyances made since the 24th of 
February. 1845, heretofure by the Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago. 

Representative Merriam said tonight the 
object of the measure was merely to abolish 
special laws which give such an advantage to 
the Catholic churches over other churches 
and place them on an equal footing as re- 
gards the holding of real estate and other 
property. 

My attention,“ continued Mr. Merriam, 
‘*some time ago was drawn to this matter 
and I was led thereby to look up these laws. 
I found the privileges spoken of. The act of 
1845 authorized certain officers of the Catho- 
lic Church to exercise corporate powers in 
the matter of acquiring and holding lands in 
this State for the benefit of the church. 
Under the law the Bishop could acquire, hold, 
sell, convey, transfer, or mortgage lands 
and real estate like any corporation or 
individual with the additional advantage that 
his speculations could be carried on without 
the burdens of taxation. The amendatory 
act of 1861 increasei the privileges, It cre- 
ated the Archbishop of Chicago a corpora- 
tion sole and gave to him increased and en- 
larged powers to acquire, hold, and transfer 
land in behalf of the Catholic Church. He 
could under this act buy or sell or mortgage 
real estate in Chicago or elsewhere like any 
rea! estate concern, and that without limit. 

„The privileges granted are extraordinary 
powers, never granted toany church in this 
country before or since the passage of these 
acts. The effect has been to enable the Catholic 
Church in this State to acquire lands of im- 
mense amount and value and to hold them, 
often for speculation purposes merely, with- 
out paying any taxes to the State. 

The object of my bill is to repeal these un- 
just acts and to piace the Catholic Church on 
the same plane, in future, with other churches 
in respect to their power to hold and acquire 
lands. The bill is not to divest the Catholic 
church of any of the rights already acquired 
or to interfere in any way with its holdings. 
The law at present enabies the church through 
its officers to hold apart large quantities of 
land exempt from taxation. The Archbishop 
of Chicago can acquire by purchase any piece 
of ad tes considers as likely to be enhanced 
in value by the growth of the city. He may 
erect upon a part of it some small improve- 
ment, a chapel or church, or not as he 
chooses. In any event the church pays no 
taxes and reaps to the full the increased 
value of the land without sharing in the bur- 
dens of other citizens of the State.“ 

Mr. Merriam says the bill emanates from 
himself only. He is not actuated in introduc- 
ing it, he says, by any church organization 
and he is not a member of one interested in 
any way with any A. P. A. organization. He 
says ho has discovered that the special acts 
under which the Catholic officers exercised 
their rights were not generally known to be 
in existence. :

House Adopts a Resolution on the Death 
of the Orator and Liberator. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 21.—In the House 
this morning Mr. Callahan offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted: 


Resolved, by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring therein, That the General As- 
sembly of:Lllinois has learned, with deep sorrow, 
of the death of Frederick Douglass, the great ed- 
itor, orator, and liberator. who by his own efforts 
and industry transformed himself from con- 
dition of a slave to the estate of a free man: 
from an 1 boy to au intelligent man and 
one of the leaders of the world’s best thought. 
Recognizing that he contributed largely to 
final overthrow of the slave system in the United 
States and the enlargement of theories and prac- 
tices of a free government and the liberties of its 
citizens, the General Assembly of the State of 
Illinois recognizes his high character as a citi- 
zen and pays tribute to his memory.

The Union Terminal loop scheme has been 
lying so quiet lately that people have pretty gen- 
erally come to the conclusion that the enterprise 
is practically dead, The general undorstanding 
is that the opposition by Wabash avenue proper- 
ty-owners has been so great that it could not be 
overcome. Asa matteroffactthe people who 
are behind the loop enterprise have by no means 
ceased working, and they are accomplishing a 
great deal. The work has been exceedingly slow 
and the progress disappointing, but in spite of 
that steady progress is now being made and 
thete now scems to be excellent prospect that 
the enterprise will go through as originally 
planned. 

A member of the Alley Elevated stockholders’ 
committee said yesterday that a plan was being 
developed which gives every promise of solving 
the situation for the Elevated company. The 
plan includes the building of the Englewood ex- 
tension and other material improvements, and it 
is expected that the bon fholders will in turn 
agree to fund their coupons into scrip until such 
time as earnings from the new feeders come in to 
increase the revenue. The difficulty in the Alley 
situation bas been that no scheme of assessmeut 
on the stock could be carried through without a 
foreclosure, and the foreclosure would involve a 
contention between the first section and second 
section bondholders which would be ruinous to 
the interests of the property. The plan which is 
now in hand, however, has received the assent of 
a number of the large stockholders, and there is 
good reasog to believe that the affairs of the 
Ailey compahy wül soon be put in a much more 
favorable light. 

The stock of the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas 
company has been showing marked strength. 
After the new issue it sold as low as 110. But it 
has been advancing sharply of late and 150 is 
now openly bid for it.

GOOD EFPECTS OF THE BOND SALE. 


Growing Belief That the Loan Will Have 
n Beneficii:l Influence, 

New York, Feb. 21.—[Special.J—The success 

ofthe government loan engrossed attention in 


the banking community again today, particularly 


as the subscriptions on the otherside have turned 
out to be even larger than at first supposed, 
numerous applications having been received out- 
side of London. There is a growing belief that 
the loan wil: havp a beneficial influence in busi- 
ness circies at home, and that with the adjourn- 
ment of Congress confidence will revive, which 
will bo felt throughout the ramifications of trade. 
The belief is entertained by a large number of 
people in Wall street, but the stock market bas 
thus far res nded only to slight extent, for the 
reason that ledding operators are determined to 
wait antil Congress is out of the way. 

There was a better demand for railroad bonds 
today, on the theory that the heavy subscriptions 
to the governmert loan indicated that there was 
u large amount of capital seeking investment. 
The market was firm and higher for the majority 
of issues dealt in, with the St. Louis Southern 
bonds as a leading feature. In the stock market 
the industrials attracted more attention than the 
railways, and tobacco and distilling were the 
most active shares of the day. 

Arbitrage brokers reported that the London 
market kept at so close a parity ta prices here 
that it was almost impossible for them to trade, 
and on that account transactions for foreign ac- 
count were few and unimportant. The principal 
foreign exchange houses said foreign interests 
here were waiting for the announcement of allot- 
ments, and on that account the exchange market 
was very quiet. ‘They expect that if a small part 
of the bonds bid for by foreign houses are alloted 
to them that lower rates for exchange will pre- 
vail next week. The statement was made by one 
of the larger drawers of exchange that foreign 
credits here have long been withdrawn, and that

A BILL was introduced nearly a month ago 
by Senator Chandler providing for the pun- 
ishment of wire-tapping, or, to use & more 
high-sounding phrase, the stealing of inter- 
State news.

| diffieulty about passing it, late as was the day 


at which it was introduced. For the justice 
of its provisions is apparent, and it is not 
likely that a single vote would be cast against 


it in either House were it understood. The 


offense it is designed to punish was commit- 
ted at first only on a small scale and at rare 
intervals, but it will become a regular busi- 
ness unless checked. It was found out in 
this city some weeks ago that this thievery, 
which had been confined chiefly to the dis- 
patches of commercial bodies, was being ex- 
tended so as to take in those of the Associated 
Press. A gang of dishonest men was steal- 
ing its news for the collection of which it 
paid, and then peddling out that news to 
others. As much of the intelligence thus 
stolen is in course of transmission from one 
State to another, the subject clearly comes 
within the jurisdiction of the General Govern- 
ment, whose laws are usually better enforced 
than those of the States. Though the session 
is very near an end, Senator Chandler ought 
to make an effort to get his bill .before the 
Senate. If he can do that there will not be 
the least trouble about getting a practically 
unanimous vote for it.

THE REPUBLICAN CITY TICKET. 

The Republican convention yesterday nom- 

inated George B. Swift for Mayor, Adam 
Wolf for City Treasurer, Roy O. West for City 
Attorney, J. R. B. Van Cleave for City Clerk, 
and Charles F. Neely for Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court. The nomination of Mr. Swift was 
unanimous. There were some sharp contests 
for the other positions. 
The selection of Mr. Swift was foreordained. 
It is the firm belief of the Republicans of this 
city and of a great number of the Democrats 
that he was elected Mayor in December of 
1893, and that if there had been a decent 
contest law, or if “Mayor Hopkins’ lawyers 
had been willing to expedite proceédings, Mr. 
Swift could have shown that to be the case 
long ago. This belief that he was deprived 
wrongfully of the Mayoralty has been in- 
tensitied by the failure of his lawyers to get 
any satisfaction from the County Court—not 
even the counting of the ballots. The result 
was that the party felt it a duty to nominate 
him irrespective of his merits. 

But the iatter are by no means small. 
There are few men who are as thoroughly 
acquainted with the duties of the office which 
he is going to fill month after next as is Mr. 
Swift. He has been Alderman. He was at 


the head of one of the great departments— 


that of Public Works. He was acting Mayor 
fora short time. He is familiar with all the 
details and minutiz of municipal govern- 
ment. He will set out as Mayor possessed of 
valuable knowledge which most Mayors have 
to learn slowly and painfully. 

That ie not all, however, which the people 
of Chicago demand in a Mayor at this time. 
They have seen the evil consequences of al- 
lowing the city government to be administered 
in accordance with political rules, and, they 
want civil service ones adopted in their stead, 
They want for Mayor a man whe is in favor 
of reform and who wishes the Legislature so 
to legisiate as to take himseif and his sub- 
ordinates out of politics. 

The convention adopted resolutions in favor 
of the merit system and the divorcement of 
the police from politics. Mr. Swift accepted 
and indorsed those resolutions in the speech 
made by him to the convention. He said ex- 
plicitly, as in the remarks made by him re- 
cently at the Marquette club dinner, that he 
is in favor of an efficient, business-like, non- 
political administration of city affairs. He 
said further that whatever reform measures 
might be passed by the General Assembly 
would be lived up to by him heartily. 

Therefore Mr. Swift goes before the people 
asaman who has experience in the manage- 
ment of municipal affairs, and also as a man 
who is in favor of running the city in accord- 
ance with business and not with political prin- 
ciples. And in addition to that he goes before 
them asa man who was cheated out of the 
Mayoralty fourteen months ago. Let the 
Democrats put up Hopkins against him if 
they dare and see who comes out ahead this 
time. 

As for the other nominees on the ticket they 
are all good men, Mr. Neely in particular, 
who has qualities which ought to make him 
an excellent Judge. 


WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 

The echoes of the cel ebration of the anni- 
versary of Lincoln’s birthday by the Mar- 
quette club and other organizations have 
hardly died away when the Union League 
club takes up the same patriotic work for the 
memory of George Washington, “ first in 
war, first in peace, first in the hearts of his 
countrymen.”

quette club in making the observance of his 
birthday as joyous, impressive, and enthusi- 
astic as that of Lincoln's. The Mayor is im- 
partial and has issued his proclamation clos- 
ing all departments of city work except those 
of fire and police, as he did for the Lincoln 
day.

His life, his character, 
his exploits, the great results he accomplished 
and their relations to the national progress will 
be dwelt upon by numerous orators today. 
It is enough that Chicago is not behind the 
other cities of the country in testifying its 
respect for his memory and its appreciation 
of his noble life and deeds, and that its cele- 
bration is made practica! and full of promise 
by the efforts to impress the lessons of that 
life upon the young. 


THE ILLINOIS LIBEL LAW. 

The proceedings in the [Illinois House of 
Representatives yesterday show that a few of 
the members of that body are opposed to the 
passage of the bill for the discouragement of 
speculative litel suits. But not one of them 
seems to have given any valid reason for his 
opposition. The truth is that it is impossible 
to find one. 

The change in the law which it is proposed 
to make will not release the publisher of a 
paper from responsibility for any damage 
done by him to another, whether desiguedly 
or undesignedly. All that it is proposed to 
do is to declare that the appearance in a pa- 
per of a libelous statement is not of itself 
prima facie evidence that the publisher wan- 
tonly, maliciously, and deliberately printed 
that statement, knowing it to be untrue, for 
the sole and only purpose of injuring the 
plaintiff. 

Just after the fire one of the city papers, 
while commenting on the conduct of a cer- 
tain individual who was a candidate for office, 
attempted to say that he is not a person of 
much ability, but he never has been a dis- 
honest man. It so happened that the 
type used at that time was a lot which had 
been hurriedly gathered together. The n 
used in the word never was smaller than the 
other types and got lost in the shuffle. As a 
consequence the paper found itself commit- 
ted to the statement that this individual 
„ever has been a dishonest mau“ That was 
libelous. Under the law as it stands that pub- 
lication was evidence of wanton malice. If 
suit had been brought the fury could have in- 
flicted exemplary or punitive damages on the 
publisher because, through an unavoidable 
accident, he had been made tosay just the 
contrary of what he meant to say. 

Accidents which are equally unavoidable 
are happening all the time. The error ofa 
telegraph operatur, a compositor, or a proof- 
reader, involving a matter of a single letter, 
may resultin the appearance of a misstate- 
ment which the law says indicates malice on 
the part of the publisher. Every sensible 
man knows that that is not true, 

The pending bill simply provides that where 
a publication was made in good faith, where 
its falsity was due to a mistake or to a misap- 
prehension of the facts, and where the pub- 
lisher after learning of the mistake did ev- 
erything in his power to correct the error, 
punitive damages shall not be recovered, 
though actual ones can be. 

There are persons who when they have been 
libeled, or think they have been. never go 
near the offending paper to ask for a retrac- 
tion, though that is the first thing which 
should be done by a person who thinks his 
character may be injured by an incorrect 
publication. . They wait patiently till the time 
within which suit inay be brought is nearing 
a close and then, when it may be impossible 
for the publisher to produce evidence showing 
how innocent was the mistake, they bring 
their suit and ask for exemplary damages 
for misstatements which they would not give 
the publisher a chance to correct. 

Newspapers try to be accurate. Nothing 
annoys them more than to fail therein. They 
hasten to correct mistakes as soon as in- 
formed of them. A mistake on their part 
should no more be prima facie eviderce of 
malice than the blunder on the part of a law- 
yer which loses a client his case should be 
taken as prima facie evidence that that law- 
yer damaged his client maliciously and must 
prove that such-was not the case. 


HURRY UP THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 
BILLS. 

The doings at some of the Republican pri 
maries day before yesterday were not of a 
nature to induce one to believe that all the 
politicians have been thoroughly regenerated 
or to tempt quiet, law-abiding citizens to take 
the advice given them last Sunday by some 
of the preachers, which was to go to the pri- 
maries and cast their votes for good men. 

It may have been noticed that some of the 
most disgraceful of thege primary conflicts 
had little to do with Aldermanic nominutions 
or those for city offices. The position which 
was fought for, and to secure which the pre- 
cincts were sometimes gerrymandered shame- 
fully, was that of ward committeeman. The 
present incumbent stuck at nothing to retain 
his grip on that position. He was ready to 
trample on the rights of the decentest mem- 
bers of his party in order to retain a very val- 
ua ble office. 

Men do not fight for ward committeeships 
because of the honor attaching to such offices. 
They do it because under the present system 
the place gives them a share in the division of 
the small municipal offices. The ward com- 
mitteeman has in his hand the ward delega- 
tion. He can elect generally whomsoever he 
pleases, and he can vote them as he chooses. 
But he is not in the habit of giving something 
for nothing. If he turns over a dosen dele- 
gates to a candidate for the Mayoralty he does 
it with the understanding that that Mayor will 
do something for him. Work is to be found 
fora number of his retainers. There must 
also be a good fat job for the committeeman 
himself. 

It a Mayor is anxious fora renomination, 
and he generally is, he thinks he must look 
to the committeemen for it. If they are on 
his side the convention will be a unit for him. 
But to secure them they must be given their 
share of the patronage. So finally they, and 
not the Mayor, run the city government. 

This is why the position of com mitteeman, 
even for a ward which is hopelessly Demo- 
cratic, is so desirable, and why men will re- 
sort to force and trickery to get it and hav- 
mg secured it to hold on to it. A committee. 
man feels that if he is beaten he becomes an 
absolute nonentity. He cannot get a job for 
himself or for others. He is of no more com- 
sequence than Queen Lil. 

lf the Mayor were made ineligible for im- 
mediate reélection, if he were taken perem p- 
torily out of politics, and if all the employés 
of the city were governed by civil service 
~ | rules, men being appointed for their qualifica- 


-| tions and not to reward politicians, the office:

oo muck. The occupant of it would not be 
‘the petty dictator he is now. Being unable to 


reward his followers he would not have the 


same potent grip on the political machinery 
he has now. ? 

There are bills before the Legislature for 
the emancipation of the Mayor from politics 
and for the reformation of the municipal 
service. They do not seem to make very 
rapid headway, though every day something 
happens to show the need of them. Day be- 
fore yesterday men were fightmg for places 
which have no salaries attached to them, but 
which are valuable because of the demoraliza- 
tion of the city government and the fact that 
the offices are within the reach of the spoils- 
men. 

The reform measures 1 above 
should be pressed, - They ought to be put 
through and be in force before the April elec- 
tion. They would have been passed by this 
time if the members of the Legislature felt 
the need of reform as deeply as do the people 
of this city. 


DEATH OF FREDERICK DOUGLASS. 

By the death of Frederick Douglass there has 
passed away the most illustrious representa- 
tive of the negro racein the United States, 
and a well known figure so highly esteemed 
by tho white people that his entrance into 
their midst upon any public occasion was 
always the signal for an enthusiastic personal 
greeting. Noman, black or white, has been 
better known for nearly half a century in 
this country than Frederick Douglass. 

While Mr, Douglass’ death will cause wide- 
spread regret among people of all classes it 
is among his own people that he will be 
mostsincerely mourned. He was in an em- 
inent sense the ideal of the possibilities of 
his race anda typeof which it was proud. 
He rose out of the degrading conditions of 
human slavery, and by his own exertions 
attained to high positions in the service of 
his country and made his reputation for in- 
tellectual and oratorical ability world-wide. 
He began his efforts to know something, to 
learn to read and write, and to fit himself for 
higher conditions, even while he was tho 
chattel of his master. How he learned he 
hardly knew himself, but ambition grew with 
knowledge and at last he made good his 
escape. He was no longer a, chattel but a 
free man, and once free the possibilities of 
his nature and his intellect were made known 
and recognized. Living in the free State of 
Massachusetts he was brought in contact with 
the leading agitators of the time, Theodore 
Parker, Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd 
Garrison, and numerous others, both men 
and women, and was warmly welcomed by 
them as a coworker. Under their auspices 
he soon took a leading position as an antag- 
onist of slavery and a chumpion of his people, 
and as such he was recognized both in this 
country and in Europe. 

With the details of his remarkable career, 
his struggle against slavery, his eloquence 
with pen and tongne, his long, earnest labors 
for his people, whether free or slave, and the 
successful accomplishments of his life, the 
public is familiar. The most glorious part of 
his career was that in which he was fighting 
the battle of freedom for hid people. From 
that point of view they have every reason to 
be proud of him and his record. In his latter 
years he was more or less intimately asso- 
ciated with politics, and he was more or less 
human in that connection, but this will be 
considered of little account when placed in 
contrast with his great achievements for his 
race, and with the magnificent example he 
set them of what indomitable will, high am- 
bitions, restiess industry, and nobility of pur. 
pose can accomplish. 


THE FORTY-THIRD DISTRICT CONTEST. 

The Republican caucus has decided that the 
Senate must be asked next week to empower 
the Committee on Elections to send for and 
count the ballots cast for Senator in the 
Forty-third District at the November election 
and find out whether Mr. Wilson or Mr. Me- 
Kinlay got the most of them. 

Strange to say there were a few Republicans 
who voted in the caucus against the recount. 
One of them is reported to have said that it 
“would be an all-summer job” and that the 
contest would cost the State $16,000 or 820, 
000. But the law says that the election of 
„any Senator or Representative may be con- 
tested. It says also that— 

In all cases of contested elections the parties 
contesting the same shall have the right to have 
the said ballots opened, and to have all errors 
found in counting or refusing to count any ballot 
corrected by the court or body trying such con- 
test: but said ballots shall be opened only in 
open court, or in open session of such body, and 
in the presence of the officer having the custody 
thereof. 

The law does not contain a proviso to the 
effect that a contest shall be permitted only 
when it will take less than a given number of 
months to settle the matter and when the ex- 
penses will not exceed a given sum. There is 
nothing of this kind in the law. It gives to 
the contestant a right which some Senators 
seem willing to deprive him of, 

It is not surprising that Democratic Sena- 
tors should vote against a recount of the bal- 
lots. They fear it will deprive them of one 
‘of their number. If they were certain the re- 
count would show a majority for McKinlay 
they would not object to the investigation. 
But why should any Republican vote against 
a recount unless, for personal reasons, he 
would rather have Mr. McKinlay in the Senate 
than any Republican? A Republican Senator 
may be personally friendly to the contestee, 
The latter may have promised to support 
some bill of his and get other Democrats to 
vote for it. These are not valid reasons, how- 
ever, for denying a contestant his legal rights.

dollars in American silver dollars, halves, 
quarters, and dimes, making them of silver 
and giving full weight to each coin. They 
have made a profit of fully 50 cents on each 
dollar, after meeting the expense of turning 
out the coins, this being rendered possible by 
the fact that for a long time past the bullion 
value of the silver dollar has been only 
about 46 cents. The other 56 cents is 
„token value, which is guaranteed to the 
holder of the genuine coin by the good faith 
of the United States which is pledged to the 
maintenance of the parity of the currency, 
that meaning the upholding of 46 cents’ 
worth of silver to a dollar’s worth of buying 
power. If these coins are made “ equally 
good with those issued from the official 
mints it will be impossible to detect the fraud- 
ulent character of the coins, and the United 
Stands stands saddled with a loss of some 
$500,000 asa result of the work of these 
counterfeiters. Probably this is not the only 
case in which large quantities of silver have 
been coined at an enormous profit by scoun- 
drels, and it may not de the last. There is

ROSEBERY’S ADMINISTRATION PASS- 
ES THROUGH A STORM. 


Sir Henry James’ Motion Is Adopted in 
the House of Conimons and the Gov- 
ernment Is Saved from Defeat—OUppo- 
nents Hoped the Discussion of the In- 
dia Question Would Overwhelm It and 
Friends Were None Too Sanguine of 
Victory, Which, However, Comes. 

Lowpon, Feb. 21.—Lord Rosebery’s admin- 
istration has passed successfully through 
a storm which its opponents hoped would 
overwhelm it and which many 
its friends believed would require 
the most skillful statesmanship to 
weather. Despite the predictions of the Con- 
servative papers and the more or less badly 
disguised fears of the Liberal organs the gov- 
ernment came out of the contest with flying 
colors anda majority that surprised even 
those who would at no time admit that there 
was a chance of defeat. , 

The question that precipitated the danger- 
ous situation was made by Sir Henry James, 
formerly Attorney-General in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Cabinet, but who abandoned the Lib- 
eral party on the bringing forward of the 
Irish bome rule scheme. By standing 
order No. 17 of the House of Commons.a 
member may move for the adjournment of 
the House for the purpose of discussing a 
matter of public importance.

Tried to Do His Duty. 

Mr. Fowler declared that it was the delib- 
erate conviction of the government that a 
widespread and dangerous feeling of dissatis- 
faction would have been created if the feeling 
of the people of India had been disregarded 
in this matter. He had tried to do his duty 
as Secretary of State for India and had 
not neglected the interests of Lancashire. 
The House knew what consequences would 
follow if it refused to sanction the adminis. 
trative acts of the government, which did not 
shrink from accepting the consequences if 
censure was inflicted, but it must not be for- 
gotten that if the government was responsibie 
to the House the latter was responsible to the 
people of India. [Cheers.] 

If it could be shown that the rate of excise 
duty imposed would havea protective effect 
the government would act in concert-with 
the Indian Government with a view to pre. 
vent such an effect. 

Mr, Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in Lord Salisbury’s last administration, ad- 
mitted that the question was a very large one. 
There was much to be said on both sides and 
the feelings of the Indian people ought to be 
taken into account. Members of the House 
ought to range themselves boldly on the side 
of the Executive. The question ought to be 
arranged by a conference with a view to 
remedying the deficit in the Indian budget. 
Surely it wae not beyond statesmanship to 
find an alternative to these import duties. He 
urged the government to endeavor to bring 
India and Manchester into harmony. 


Harcourt’s Remarks. 


Sir William Vernon Harcourt said he rec- 
ognized the lofty spirit of Mr. Goschen’s re- 
marks. The government had fully foreseen 
the difficulties of the question, but had not 
hesitated a single moment in taking a de- 
cision that it believed was necessary for the 
interests of India. If defeated the govern- 
ment would have the satisfaction of knowing 
that it could not have fallen in a more worthy 
cause. 

If that were the result of this debate it 
would leave on the minds of the people of 
India, for whose welfare the government is 
responsible, a lasting sense that their interests 
had not received justice from the British Par- 
lament. 

Dadabhad Maoroji, an East Indian who 
represents the Central division of Finsbury 
in the Liberal interests, warned the opposi- 
tion that if the motion were udopted the first 
nail would be driven into the coffin of British 
rule in India. 

A division was then taken on the motion 
and it was defeated by a large majority, the 
vote standing 304 against 109 in favor of it. 


EDITORS CONVICTED OF BLACKMAILING. 


Journalists Must Go te Prison 
and Pay Large Fines. 

Pants, Feb. 21.—The trial has been con- 
cluded of M. Raoul Canivet, director of the 
Paris and other representatives of the press 
of this city, who were charged with blackmail, 
and sentences upon those convicted were pro- 
nounced today. M. de Clercq of the staff of 
the Nineteenth Century was condemned to 
fifteen months’ imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of 200 francs ($40); M. Girard, the 
manager of the Nineteenth Century, and M. 
Heftler to two years in prison and 1,000 
francs ($200) fine each; M. Camille Dreyfus, 
aformer member of the Chamber of Deputies 
and lately political director of the Nation, to 
one yearin prison and 500 francs ($100) 
fine, and M, Edouard Portalis, formerly di- 
rector of the Nineteenth Century, who fled to 
Antwerp wen the blackmailing became 
known, to five years’ imprisonment and 3,000 
france ($600) fine. Tha sentence of M. Por- 
talis was by defauit. M. Canivet and M. 
Trocard were acquitted of the charges made 
against them. Thearrest and conviction of 
these men grew out of the unearthing of a 
gigantic scheme of levying blackmail upon 
the managers of ail the casinos and gambling 
clabs in France. It is also understood that 
really important financial institutions and 
other sound corporations long submitted to 
blackmailing operations in order to prevent 
the threatened publication of articles of an un- 
fa vora blegharacter.

PLOT TO KIDNAP THE OHILDREN FOR 
RANSOM IS VERIFIED. 


Investigation at Lakewood, N. J., Sabstan- 
tiates the Story Told by Mrs, Chester 
The Two Suspicious Strangers Are Be- 
lieved to Be Men Whe Were Im- 
plicated in a Similar Plot in 1893— 
Children Not Allowed te Leave the 
House. Unprotected- General News from 
the Kastern Metropolis. 


New Yort, Feb. 21.—[Special.]—The story 
that there wasa plot on foot for the kidnap- 
ing of the two sons of George Gould, King- 
don and Jay, seems to be substantiated by in- 
vestigation at Lakewood, N. J., where the 
Goulds have their winter home. The man 
servant who is acting as bodyguard for the 
little Goulds is John Senior, an old and 
trusted employé of the household. Up to the 
time Mrs. Chester, the woman who came 
upon the alleged plotters in the wood and 
who lives at The Towers in Lakewood, in- 
formed George Gould of the conversation 
between the two rough-looking strangers, 
the boys, Kingdon and Jay. werein the habit 
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of going out daily, attended only by a nurse. 
Now they never set foot outside of the house 
that John Senior does not accompany them. 

Mrs. Chester today vouched for the story of 
the two strangers she met in the woods, She 
added that she had seen one of the men once 
since the meeting in the woods. He was loi- 
tering among the trees in the vicinity of the 
Cleveiand cottage. The men described by 
Mrs. Chester answer in appearance to the 
Western desperadoes who wert here with the 
notorious Luke Short, late of Denver, now 
dead, in the summer and fall of 1893, with 
the expressed intention of capturing one of 
the Gould children and hoiding him for ran- 
som. The name of one of Short’s compan- 
ions was Frank Howard, alias John Donnelly, 
alias John Lynch. The other was believed 
to be Frank McKinney, alias Frank Mack.

New York, Feb. 21.—[Special,]—There

The business done by 
the board of walking delegates at its meeting 
this afternoon amounted to the appointing of 
a strike committee. The first meet- 
mg of this committee is: appointed 
for 1 o’clock tomorrow at the 
headquarters of the electrical workers 
when it will be decided what further strike 
orders shail be immediately issued. The 
strikes ordered today were on the American

In the letter I wrote ten days ago giving the re- 
sult of some preliminary inquiries I had made 
at Constantinople, Sassoun. Kerasund, Trebi- 
zonde, and Tiflis concerning the alleged atroci-

ries and the state of affairs generally in Arme- 
nia I endeavored to convey some idea of the dif- 
ficulties that would be encountered in prosecut- 
ing any sort of investigation or getting at the 
real facts of the case. 

That I did not exaggerate these difficulties will 
be ap nt further information on the 
point which I am nowin a position to supply. 
Take, to begin with, the cholera quarantine 
which is being enforced in various portions of 
the Sultan's dominions ip such a manner as to 
draw a net around the districts of Armenia in 
which the atrocities are alleged to have occurred 
and to keep away from the scene of the outrages 
all independent investigations. 

It is announced that cholera exists in Van, Bit- 
lis, and Moosh, and that strict quarantine regu- 
lations must therefore be enforced: Naw. it cer- 
tainly is a —— circumstasce that cholera 
should have happened to break out at this sea- 
son of the year in the region of the Sassoun mas- 
sacres and nowhere else in Asia Minor. 

Who is to prove or disprove the statement that 
the disease is raging in those snow-clad and prac- 
tically inaccessible mountain fastuesses? Eren 
in Constantinople and Stamboul little or noth- 
ing is known by the public or by newspaper cor- 
respondents concerning the cholera outbreaks 
officially reported from time to time in these 
cities. In the Turkish capital a medical officer 
reporting a case of cholera receives double pay 
until a clean biil of health is returned from the 
affected district, and in a country like Turkey it is 
not surprising if doctors find symptoms of enol- 
era in everything. from croup to typhoid fever, 

It is understood that quarantine law is the 
highest law on earth and that even international 
courtesy must bow to it. So when we are told, as 
we have been here during the last few days, that 
an epidemicof cholera has suddenly made its 
appearance in the region of the Sassoun massa- 
cre, even a blind man can see that it is meant 
to delay and obstruct the work of 
the Turkish Commission of Inquiry. It 
is lieved here that the Turks, forced to 
the wall by the protest of the foreign delegates 
on the commission, threw up the last obstruction 
and hoisted tne yellow flag uponit. Even a for- 
eign delegate could not ignore a cholera quaran- 
tine or find means to evade it. 

No information has been vouchsafed as to the 
form in which the cholera epidemic has mani- 
fested itself in the Sassoun Mountains. One is 
forced to believe that it is raging among the 
rocks and mountain peaks like a snow-storm, 
for, as a matter of fact, there are no human be- 
ings in the Sassoun Mountains at the present 
time for any sort of disease to feed upon. 

Those who were not killed in the massacre 
have long sines fled to other parts of the country, 
and those who did not have sense enough to flee 
have been clapped into jail. Of course there are 
many persons in and around Moosh who knew 
what took place in the Sassoun Mountains last 
autumn, and a good, effective cholera quarantine 
will prevent them from getting at the commis- 
sion or the commission from getting at them. 

It is argued that it the Turks have succeeded 
in repairing the damages to the Sassoun villages 
there is no reason why the commission should 
not be allowed to visit the scene of the massacre 
and flounder about in ten feet of snow if it 
cared for that sort of thing, but the refusal of 
the Turks to allow any one to travel through the 
Sassoun country and the timely quarantine sug- 
gest that the money sent to rebuild the de- 
stroyed villages has been stolen or that the snow 
was so deep before the money arrived that noth - 

could be done, 

u that case the bodies of the butchered Chris- 
tians are lying under the snow. The Turks will 
take good care that they reach the scene first iu 
the spring and clear away all traces of the mas- 
sacre before indignant Christianity insists upon 
sending in an independent investigating commis- 
i. the Turks are reasonably safe until April, 
and by that time their marvelous ingenuity may 
find a way out of the difficulty. 

Tales of 9 outrage, and murder in 
other parts of Armenian Turkey are as thick as 
blackberries here and along the Southern coast 
of the Biack Sea and enough information is ob 
tainable from thoroughly — sources to 
establish the main facts without the aid of the 
more or lees wild rumors of Armenian origin, the 
very absurdity of which makes the patient in- 
yestigator weary of his task. If the detailed 
facts of the ub massacre are ever established, 
and they probably never will be, they must be es- 
tablished independently of Armenian testimony 
or their value may de seriously questioned.

Yellow Literature. 

Charles Dudley Warner says: London has 
a bad attack of the literary jaundice. It 
seems to be infectious, but, considered atmos- 
pherically, its appearance in our western sky 
is only a diffusion of impure particles in the 
atmosphere. And as a mental affair it is too 
self-conscious to be called a natural phe- 
nomenon. The sociologist takes little note 
of it, because he regards it as an affected 
pose, It easily shifts its hue, to gain notoriety, 
from yellow to sickly pained green, And it 
is a sophisticated and not an innocent pose. 
The clever Oscar Wilde, the name has become 
typical, is nat a fool, any more than Mr. 
Beardsley is an artist. He privateiy said 
that he was not, when in this country, making 
this confidence toa select few and desiring 
that the impression should not become public. 
Going about in fantastic raiment, in-stained- 
glass attitudes, with affected speech, — 
a lily in hand, was only a meth 
of gaining notoriety. It was the position 
of the te lamented Mr. Barnum, also 
a very able man, who said that the people 
wished to be eee en Mr. Barnum would 
have covered hiinself with green carnations if 
that would have advertised his show. And 
perhaps Mr. Wilde knows his pubiic equally 
well. On any other supposition it is not ea-y 
to account for the present yellow atmosphere 
of London. It is, however, local. We can 
easily imagine that to a Londoner, dwelling 
in an opaqus fog, all the world seems to have 
a sickly yellow cast. And no doubt there are 
idiots all over the world who get their fog and 
their fashions from London, and think they 
love the yellow literature of a few.decadent 
spirits because it is the momentary atmos- 
phere of London.”’

SKATING IN THE OLDEN TIME. 


It Came to Us from HUolland—Scotch and 
Americans Excel. 

Skating in northern countries is a very 
ancient fashion; it is mentioned in the Eddas, 
and the Dutch skaat,“ from which our mod- 
ern Engiish word comes, is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon scitan, to throw out, an allusion 
to the posture it necessitates, says the Lon- 
don Queen. The Dutch have skated from time 
immemorial in their graceiess, practical way. 
With them it was no fashionable accomplieh- 
ment, but the common mode ot traveling 
among the laboring classes, who thus used 
their level waterways for convenient high- 
roads, to be traversed cheapiy and speedily. 
Thomson must have drawn largely upon 
poetic imagination when he described the 
phiegmatic Hollander as throwing care to the 
winds and finding wild excitement in the ex- 
ercise: 


Where the Rhine 

Branch'd out in many a long canal extends, 

From every province swarming, void of care 

Batavia 4. forth: and as they sweep 

On sounding skates a thousand different ways 

In circling poise, swift as the winds along, 

Then the gay land is madden’d all with joy. 

Before the Restoration Englishmen man- 
aged to make for themselves sume such 
** maddening joy by tying pieces of bone to 
their feet, and tnen propeiling and supporting 
themselves over the ice by means of spiked 
poles. It is strange tLat, seemg what splen- 
did skating grounds must have been provided 
by our vast tract of undrained marsh, our 
forefathers had not become more accora- 
plished in skimming over their frozen surface 
more swiftly than a summer ride would carry 
them. Skating as an art came to us from 
Holland. In the winter of 1662 there was a 
ong and severe frost and our merry monarch 
and his merry, merry men bethought them- 
se. ves of the alleviations of their Dutch exile, 
and introduced real skates and skating upon 
the ornamental water of St. James’ Park. 
Skates of wood with iron sibs—ciumsy affairs 
enough—yet the cavaliers doubtless inspired

GRAND TRUNK MAKES MUCH TROUBLE. 


Western Roads Are Annoyed by Excessive 
Comml«sion Pay ments. 

In a recent communication to members of 
the Western Trunk Line Passenger Associa- 
tion Generai Passenger Agent Smith of the 
Lake Shore said he had information that the 
Grand Trunk and Nickel Plate roads were 
making rates of $67 first-class limited and 
$56 second-class from Buffalo to common 
California points, and he Wanted to know 
what proportions they would accept in di- 
vision of rates, 

Replies have been made to Mr. Smith that 
on Pacific coast business lines west of Chi- 
cago and St. Louis would require full pro- 
portions of reguiar standard rates properly 
constructed, based on the new Pacific coast 
rates effective Feb. 15. ; 

The rates referred to in Mr. Smith’s tele- 
gram, Chairman Caldwell says, are those 
which have been piaced in effect by the Grand 
Trunk, this company applying via Chicago 
and its Western connections to Pacific points 
the basis of differential rates accorded to the 
Canadian Pacific in the agreement between 
other Western lines and that company. The 
shrinkage resulting from the use by Eastern 
connections of less through rates than those 
properly appiying via the standard lines 
under the new agreement, Mr. Caldwell says, 
must be borne by lines east of the gateway of 
Western Association lines. 

A day or two ago the Grand Trunk issued 
notice tc its agents not to issue through tickets 
to pointsin the far West until they can be 
furnished with tariffs of revised rates. The 
Grand Trunk continues its war on immigrant 
rates and is paying excess commissions on 
all such business. The Canadian Pacific, as 
well as steamship agents, demands protection 
from the Western roads. matter was

All these tubes communicate through an in- 
genious e'ectrical device with a keyboard, or 
rather checkerboard, divided in twenty-one 
smail squares covered with electrical knobs— 
three for capital letters, fifteen for ordinary 
letters, and the three others for figures and 
vowels provided with accents, 

Points of punctuation and accents form a 
horizontal line on the lowest part of the 
checkerboard and are operated with a pedal. 

Each letter is printed on the little Knobs, 
and to avoid useless motions of the arms the 
squares are repeated three by three. In those 
squares the consonants are mot repeated, but 
the vowels are triplicated and surround the 
consonants in a very ingenious way, which 
permits to compose most of the syllables with 
a sing e finger in touching two kpobs at the 
same time, as be, bi, bo, bu, etc. 

Practically a skillful operator plays the 
part of a pianist, who, by the use of his ten 
fingers. is able to strike 50,000 note? an 
hour; letters replace the notes in the type- 
setting scheme. 

An electric 2urrent is produced at the pre- 
cise time the compositor raises his fingers 
from the knobs, and instantaneously the let- 
tersdrop from the tubes on the inclined 
wire, which is placed in full sight of the 
operator on the right side of the checker- 

rd. 

** Justification is accomplished by the foot 
of the operator, and the beauty of itis that 
the copy is always in sight, which renders the 
correction practicable on the spot. A good 
many commercial writers are using the type- 
writing machine nowadays; the literary men, 
as u rule, dictate or write in the old-fashioned 
way, as it is impossible for them to have the 
copy before their own eyes. The machine in- 
vented by the Dominican monk corrects this 
defect, and the results of the discovery will 
prove simply marvelous, It means a com- 
plete revolution in printing for the followmg 
Lightning speed of composing, ex- 
ceeding the rapidity of speech; no useless ma- 
terial, no typesetters, suppression of distrib- 
uting the types, a special machine supplying 
new stereotypes ready for fillmg the tubes; 
no forms to be sterevtyped, as the revolving 
pre-ses can be operated as well with curved 
types, which the machine can drop as easily 
as horizontal types; furthermore, and this is 
the most important point, the same machine, 
with the adjunction of duplicated or tripli- 
cated tubes, can set the same matter simulta- 
neously two or three times. But this is not 
ali. Thereis no reason why the keyboard 
should not be separated from the machine, 
whose tubes are put into operation by an 
electric motor in such a way that the editor, 
instead of writing his articles, can discard 
the pen, and from his private office set up his 
own stuff, with the necessary corrections, 
and do without the services of the typesetter.

He is now 
in Paris entertaining another genius, a monk 
like himself, whose ambition is to 1:evoiution- 
ize the composing room. Concurrently the 
editorial writers whose copy is daily butch. 
ered by the typesetters are siding with the 
barefooted and shirtless Dominican, who tells 
them to write their own articles on his ma- 
chine. Old Dumas, who used to kill by mi- 
takes his heroes without paying funeral ex- 
penses, would certainly enter a just protest 
against the invasion of improved machinery 
in the newspapers. hen he resurrected 
Porthos of The Three Guardsmen’ with- 
out tho slightest excuse, he made it plausible 
to the old lady, who came, umbrella in hand, 
for an explanation, that the proofreader was 
the main guilty party.

SUCCESSFUL USE OF ANTI-TOXINE. 


Son of A. McHale Cured of Diphtheria by 
Its Use, 

Another well authenticated case of the suc- 
cessful use of anti-toxine for diphtheria was 
reported yesterday. The patient was a 4-year- 
old son of A. McHale, No. 183 Huron street. 
Dr. John Benson was called in four or five 
days ago and as the patient got worse he held 
a consultation Tuesday afternoon with Dr. M. 
R. Brown. At that time the disease had 
spread from the pharynx to the larynx, and 
breathing was so much restri that the 
child was limp and insensibie, Dr, Brown 
inserted a tube in the throat, and all immedi- 
ate dauger was avoided. But when he called 
Wednesday morning the constitutional poison- 
ing resulting from une disease had begun, and 
the life of the patient was again in danger. 
Dr. Brown then administered antitoxine hypo- 
« dermically, giving 1,000 normal antitoxine 
units, When he called again yesterday morn- 
ing the disease was entirely subdued, and the 
child was on the high road to recovery. Ihe 
patient was cheerfu! and in no puin, 
perature was normal, and he had — age 
uted some of the diphtheritie membrane, . 
Brown got his antitoxine from the Health 
Department, and is the first one to effect a 
cure with it, though other physicians have re- 
ceived the remedy directly from Germany 
and have used it with success.

| PALKS FOR HIS LIFE. ESE 


HARRY HAYWARD TELLS HIS STORY 
AT MINNEAPOLIS. ) 


He Makes a Poor Impression When Re- 
counting the Circumstances That Led 
Up to the Murder of Catherine Ging 
His Garrulous. Rembling, Explanatory 
Statement Brings Out a Mild Reproof j 
from the Court=Falls to Impeach Blizt's 
Testimony. 

Minwearouis, Mian., Feb. 21.—Nervous, 
contra dictory, uncertain, garrulous, ram- 
bling, and explanatory. These words explain 
the aspect of Harry Hayward on the atand, 
testifying to save his own life. In the morn- 
ing, when he was answering prelimirary 
questions ia regard to his life, his gambling 
habits, etc., he was concise, perfectly at ease, 

uick to answer, and made an ideal witness. 

n the afternoon, when his attorney began to 
lead him into the details of the circumstances 
attending the tragedy, he went up in the 

air,” as a horseman would say, and made a 

bad impression. 

“Too explanatory altogether,” was the 
opinion heard on all sides. In fact Hayward 
made such a poor job of telling his own story 
that the court suggested that it would be bet- 
ter to get on with the evidence and not expiain 
motives and beliefs so much. 

His long-winded story sounded as if the 
State’s-Attorney would have smooth sailing in 
simply winding him about his fingers, and the 
expression in Mr. Nye’s eyes looked as if, 
like the war-horse, he scented the battle from 
afar. Harry’s explanation of the loans was 
as has been outlined from the testimony of 
the defense all along, and there was little new 
in it. Aecordimg to his story, however, his 
gambling deals at Chicago with Miss Ging as 
a partner were in the early part of the year, and 
finally, in August, he refused to use her money 


for that purpose. 

The witness tried to carry the impression 
to the jury that he suspected she was pursuing 
her gambling with others, but it was only by 
inpuendo, One queer point was that while 
Harry insisted that he never loaned Miss 
Ging the $2,500, but only gave it to her to 
keep for-him until he demanded it, her note 
to him refers to it as a loan. 

Falls te Impeach Blixt. 

The part of his evidence most interesting to 
the audience was when he came to that part 
of his testimony which brought him to the 
day of. the murder. He was more halting, 
more uncertain than ever at this point. He 
led up to it by describing the scene of the 
signing of the $7,000 notein the Oneida 
Block, and after he was all through his evi- 
dence was a mixture of the testimony of the 
elevator boy and of Blixt. He only impeached 
Blixt in saying it was not prearranged that 
Biixt should come there at that time and his 
not telling Blixt to say he saw many large 
bills, The elevator man had said Harry had 
the bills in an envelope. Blixt said they were 
in a roll and Harry said they were on the 
table out of the envelope and that Blixt must 
have seen they were large bills. Harry caused 
a laugh by stating he made a specialty of 


$100 bills. 

Harry swore the night ot the murder he ar- 
rived at the Ozark at 6:45 o’clock. Then he 
told of domg an incredible number of things 
before 7:22, the time he came out from sup- 
per and went to his flat. Hesaid he went up 
to Laurel avenue intending to call on a young 
lady and then remembe he had an > 
ment with Miss Bartelson. He looked at 
watch to see if he had time to go there — 
thought he would take ber to the theater. He 
followed this up by recounting his trip to 
Mr. Bartelson’s residence and giving the time 
ds Mr. Bartelson had sworn s to it. He was 
sure he was in the theater before the curtain 
went up. In speaking of the testimony of 
Edward Murphy, who swore Harry bowed low 
vd him, he said he did not bow to Mr. Mur- 
ph y but to a man behind him. He thought 

r. Murphy beneath his notice, as he was a 
man 3 hung about the entrance to pose for 
people 

In regard to the bottle of whisky, he said 
he often bought the liquor for Miss Ging. and 
he purchased that bottle Saturday and carried 
it around in his pocket all day, taking it to 
his bathroom. e thought if the attorneys 
would look there they would find it on a shelf. 
It is possible Mr. Erwin muy claim Blixt took 
itfrom there if he secured it, but if he does 
be must admit Harry left his doors open that 
night, a matter which he wauts to disprove. 

Harry te Continue Monday. 


The prisoner’s evidence was hardly begun 
when court adjourned, and it will be contin- 
ued Monday, adjournment having been taken 
to that time.

ARMENIANS HISS GEN. WALLAOE, 


His Praise of the Turk Does Not Please 
Many of His Hearers. 


Gen, Lew Wallace was hissed last night by 
Armenians in his audience at Central Music 
Hall, where the delivered his lecture on 
“Turkey and the Turks.“ The audience was 
large and many Armeniana were present who 
expected to hear an attack on the Turks and 
the Sultan. They went there to listen to 
another story of the Armenian atrocities. In 
this they were disappointed. The gist of the 
lecture was a defense of the Turks, and Gen. 
Wallace said in a few introductory remarks 
he believed the tales of horror had been much 
exaggerated. He eulogized the Sultan, 
whom, he said, he had learned 
to love and respect as a personal 
friend. He praised the personal peculiarities 
of the Turks as a people and asked the people 
to suspend judgment in the stories of massacre 
by the Turks and Kurds until the report of 
the international commission is received. 
He said it is only a new phase of an old story 
of a religious feud. Several times hisses were 
heard. Gen. Wallace also praised the Arme- 
niaus as a brave and peaceful people. 

The Armenians, he said, are born merchants 
and mechanics, while the Turk possesses 
neither characteristic. Among the marked 
personal traits of the Turk is his strong re- 
ligious tendencies and unbounded faith in the 
Koran. His reverence and respect for women 
and his love of children and dumb animals is 
proverbial. He described the City of Con- 
stantinople and its people and told of the 
filthy narrow streets filled with beggars and 
cur dogs. 

The Armenians say they will prepare an 
answer to Gen. Wallace’s address.
